early consult a good physician or a 
well-conducted maternity

health center and should have one 
complete 
physical • examjnation in 


the early months of pregnancy and 
another during the last month. For 
a first child the physician should 
measure the pelvis. 


A AVnssermn.il 
test of the blood 


shows that sonie expectant mothers 
require thorough medical treatment 
to insure not only her own but also 
her baby's health. 


Examination of the urine once a 


month up to the sixth month and 
once every ten days or two weeks 
after that may save the mother's 
life. 


Her food, if plain, wholesome and 


nutritious, 
mny 
include anything 


that agrees with her. Pastries and 
fried foods should, howpver, be avoid- 
ed and tea and coffee used sparingly, 
if at all. Four or five.lighf meals 
Instead of fewer heavy ones. may 
help .against morning sickness and 
vomiting. 


Fresh Aic Needed. 


If constipation is troublesome, as 


it may be in the later months, mild 
laxatives may be prescribed by the 
physician.

all the

needs of Russia," he has written M. 
KamcneiT. 


"It. appears while some small areas 


may he short, there will generally In- 
more than enough to cover all pros- 
pective needs. 
The food problem ir. 


the coming year therefore resolve.1 
itself into a condition of internal dis 
tribiition.'
